He 
asserted that Roosevelt, when Presi- 
dent, had withheld action against the 
Harvester Trust with the natural re- 
suli that Perkins had been one of the 
chief Roosevelt backers tn the fight this 
year for the Progressive nomination; 
und with equal emphasis he declared 
that President Taft had 
spect and good will of many .good peo- 
ple by going upon the stump against 
Col. Roosevelt.”’ 

The attack upon Roosevelt Game in 
connection with Senator Works’ asser- 
tion that the President's office had been 
used to prevent adverse action against 
corporations, 

Evidence in Elections. 

“We are not without evidence of the 
effect of such action on succeeding 
elections,” said Senator Works, ‘‘The 
great Harvester Trust, one of the worst 
9nd most. oppressive of its kind, was 
signally favored by Mr. Roosevelt when 
President, in this“respect. It was not 
prosecuted for violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law,. because Roosevelt 
erdered otherwise. What was the nat- 
vral result? When Roosevelt again be- 
came a candidate George W. Perkins 
became his,ardent supporter and chief 
financial backer. Perkins was largely 
interested in the Harvester Trust. 
Perking knew by actual demonstration 
that his company would be safe against 
just prosecution if Roosevelt were 
elected, unless he should change his 
mind. And he would much less likely 
change his views if the Harvester Trust 
or its stockholders should lend him 
their support. 

“IT am not saying that Mr. Roosevelt 
acted out of Improper motives in deal- 
ing with the Harvester Trust or the 
Steel Tryst. He may have been per- 
fectiy satisfied that the course taken 
by him was the proper and just course. 
I call attention to these instances of 
presidential favor and what followed 
them, as illustrating the power that 
cxists in the hands of a President in 
his first term, to secure his election to 
@ second term. 

Campaign Contributions. 

“The investigation of campaign con- 
tributions has exposed some of the dark- 
cet pages of the political history of the 
country,”’ he continue. “It has re- 
vealed the unpleasant facts that the 
money used for campaign purposes, both 
Republicans and Democrats in past 
years, was supplied almast wholly by 
yaen interested in the large corporations 
that were amenable to punishment under 
the anti-trust law.

Victim of Convicted .Churchman 
Promoter Tells How He 
Invested $78,720. 








James H. Downs, wealthy resident of 
Agsumption, Ill, and his widowed 
daughter, Mrs. Ora Belle Ridgely, tes- 
ilfied before Judge Fisher Monday to 
the manner in which Aaron B., Donald- 
son, former minister and mining stock 
promoter, induced Downs to invest $78,- 
720 in his enterprises... Donaldson is

KIPLING AS A POET.

Post? We hesitate over the term be 
cause no one can be quite sure whether, 
in the ranks of inimitable and {mmortsl 
bards Mr. Kipling will ever find a plave. 
His feet are always on the earth, how- 
ever much his spirit may soar. He has 
never been fed on honeydew or drunk 
the milk of Paradise;. he never shows 
his kinship with those winged - and 
ethereal spirits who live in the large 
air of heaven and draw their breath 
from the atmosphere of eternity. For 
this there are geveral reasons, and the 
first is because ‘Mr. Kipling is, above 
ali and primarily, a rhetorician, full, 
it is true, of a splendid rhetoric of his 
own, but rarely enough anything else 
than rhetoric. Just once or twice ae 
seems to have quaffed from the sources 
of the supreme inspiration, but it ts 
more in his short stories than in any- 
thing else—in an extraordinary piece 
like “They,” for instance, or perhaps in 
‘The Brushwood Boy,” or, here and 
again, in the Jungle-Book. For the 
rest, his ordinary work, vigorous, un- 
conventional, sometimes bizarre, alwavs 
quick with meteoric energy, {s a kind 
of oratory in exelsis, or, as some would 
say, a sublimated journalism. It is full 
of violénoce—whereas the real poetic 
spirit never strives or cries, but knows 
the virtues of stillness and serenity. It 
ia grandoise, lurid; its great phrases 
strike upon the ear with impatient force; 
but they do not come to us with the 
still, small voice of celestial authority. 
Turn over the pages, and you will e 
astonished to find how much the effext 
of some of these poems depends on the 
constant iteration of words like “God” 
and “Hell.””’ Never was a poet who 
made such free use of the Divine name, 
nor ever one who turned so carelessly 
the flames of the Inferno into sommon- 
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category of the Latin-American coun-

Who's the greatest National League 
pitcher? . Can that question still be 
unanswered? 

Hardly, if one has perused the twirl- 
ing records just issued by Secretary 
John Heydler of the National League. 
Mr. Heydler this year introduces his 
new method of determining a pitcher’s 
worth by the amount of work he did 
and the average number of runs he 
yielded per game. : 
On this basis it seems conclusive that 
Christy Mathewson, who did not own. 
as good a winning percentage as Hen- 
drix, Marquard, Tesreau, Ames and 
Richie, in reality was the premier fling- 
er of the parent body. Matty worked in 
310 innings, an ‘“fron-man” record, 
equaled the past season only by Alex- 
ander of the Phillies. In those 3810 In- 
nings “Big Six’ yielded only an average 
of 2.12 runs per game. That puts him 
second to Jeff Tesreau, who 1le4 the 
League by yielding only 1.96 runs.to the 
nine innings. 

But besides this great record, Matty 
shines in other departments, such as 
giving the lowest number of bases on 
balls of any pitcher Ih the League, hit- 
ting only two batsmen in 1263 that faced 
him and uncorking only three wild 
pitches. In the face of what the “‘an- 
clent hero did in the world’s series, 
where only the miscues of his mates de- 
prived him of the honor of winning the 
title for the Giants, one truthfully can 
call the big fellow the premiler pitcher 
of the age. | :
